Backed By People 
Of Ontario 


Says “Sammy” Dunlop, Who Arrived 
Home from Ontario on Tuesday 
Last—Severe Winter Played Havoc 
With Fruit Trees and Forage Crops. 


“Bammy" Dunlop arrived home on 
Tuesday from Ontario, where he had 
visited since last March, 

“Sammy” is a great booster for 
“Mich” Hepburn, Ontario's premier, 
who he describes as a man that when 


he says he is going to do a thing 
does it, 

“Sammy” said that the recent On- 
tario elections furnished plenty of 
excitement and fireworks. He gave it 
as his opinion that, irrespective of 
party, the- majority in the province 
were back of the energetic premier. 


The way that he has slashed salaries 
of the highly paid officials and cut 


down the cost of government has 
made a*great appeal to the over- 
taxed ratepayer. 

Forage crops, said Sammy, were 


more or less killed by the extremely 
severe winter, the worst in the history 
of the province. Hay was selling at 
$18 a ton. 

The cattle market, he said, is no 
better than in the West. Hogs were 
a good price, and this fact was en- 
abling the farmers to carry on against 
very high taxes, 

As an example of the havoc played 
by the severe frost on fruit trees, 
“Sammy” stated that his brother's 
orchard in Simcoe county, which was 
a heavy yielder, was practically all 
killed. This was the fate of most of 
the orchards throughout western On- 
tario. ‘ 

While “Sammy” is a booster for the 
Peace River country, he frankly ad- 
mitted that he would not mind living 
in Ontario, where is to be found every 
facility which adds to comfort and 
convenience,

Speaking of his trip west, Mr. Free- 
born said that James Travis, District 
Asriculturist for the Block, has a 
Hampshire Ram Club prganization 
under way and Mr, Freeborn arranged 
to ship in through his department 
several rams, delivery to be made at 
Dawson Creek. J 

“There will also be Ram Club de- 
liveries to Kinuso, Brownvale and 
Grimshaw," said Mr, Freeborn, who 
then explained that in all probability 
«a limited number of selected pure- 
bred boars will be shipped in the car 
and delivered with the rams at the 
various points, 

In reply to a question put by The 
Tribune reporter as to the number of 
flocks in the Peace River, Mr. Free- 
born stated that there were not many 
in proportion to the number on the 
land. About twenty was the estimate, 
principally Hampshires, 

A few weeks ago Mr. Freeborn 
made a trip into Montana, Idaho and 
Utah and purchased pure-bred Ram- 
bouillet rams for Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan ranchers, It was noted on 
the trip that in spite of the not al- 
together encouraging agricultural con- 
ditions due to dry weather, horse 
auctions were being well patronized by 
farmers and prices havé risen ac- 
cordingly. At a large auction sale 
held at the stock yards at Ogden, 
Utah, horses and mules sold fast for 


man, 


$125 to $140 per head, 
“Apparently,” observed Mr. Free- 


born, “farmers down there have been 
deferring purchasing for replacement 
until now they are competing with 
one another for available supplies.” 
He ‘added: “There is no doubt that a 
check-up in the farm horse situation 
in Alberta would show that the work 
stock is now carrying considerable 
more age than formerly, I have ob- 
served that more stallions are in 
service this year than for the last 
number of years,” 

“What about the hog situation?” the 
reporter asked, > 

Mr. Freeborn: “Alberta is about 
12,000 hogs behind what was produced 
last year at this time,” 

Referring to the Peace River, Mr. 
Freeborn said: “I do not see what will 
happen to the country if it continues 
to stake its all on grain, as it is too 
risky, The number of stock shipped 
out of here is not a drop in the bucket, 
While there has been a noticeable im- 
provement in the type of hegs in the 
north country, they are atill behind 


that grown in other sections of the 
province,” 
Reporter: “What about cattle?” 


My. Freeborn: “1 don't see any hope 
for old steers carried over with the 
expectation of higher prices, Rough, 
heavy stuff and younger stuff of poor 
type and quality are a drug on the 
market. The only hope is for the 
production of well-finished young 
cattle,”

Thousands of 
families are living in homes which do 
not meet the minimum standards of 
decency and comfort.” 

Miss Abbott sugests a public hous- 
ing scheme as the only way g00d 
homes can be provided for great num- 
bers of families. 

In her human analysis of the prob- 
lem Miss Abbott would seem to put 
her finger on the cause of the majority 
of cases of child deliquency and the 
tendency towards crime. 

To amyone who has lived in a large 
centre the foree of Miss Abbott's con- 
tention must immediately be ap-|

POULTRY REVENUE 


Producers Can Increase Their Income 
By Crate Fattening 


Only 23.98% of the chickens in- 
spected during the fiscal year, 1933-34, 
qualified for A grade. There is no 
mystery about the affair, nor is it 
difficult te point out the reason why 
the chickens did not grade higher. It 
was simply because they were not 
sufficiently fattened before they were 
marketed. Chickens must be well 
fatted and fleshed to qualify for grade 
A, and there is &@ much higher per- 
centage of birds degraded on account 
of not having sufficient fat than on 
account of not having sufficient flesh. 
It is useless, says the Chief Market 
Poultry Inspector, to expect range fed 
birds or short period crate fattened 
birds to have the fat required for the 
top grades. It just does not happen. 
The matter of fattening the birds and 
thus increasing the producers’ revenue 
is entirely in the hands of the pro- 
ducers themselves. With the mar- 
keting of the poultry crop close at 
hand, now is the time for action, 

By a simple method of crate fatten- 
ing on a mixture of finely ground) 
home grains, there is no reason what- 
ever why a very high percentage of 
the poultry marketed should not be 
made to qualify for grade Special and 
grade A. There are various fattening} 
mixtures that give good results, but) 
the point is to make use of the feed 
produced and available on the farm. 
Good results will be obtained if the 
birds are put in disinfected, warm, | 
draughtiess crates from four to five) 
weeks before marketing. The birds) 
should be fed twice a day, morning) 
and evening, on a ration of finely) 
ground home-grown grains as follows: 
Equal parts oats, wheat, barley or 
buckwheat. Add potatoes at the rate 
of one-third of the total weight of the | 
meal mixture. Mix with sour milk so 
that the mixture will pour easily.

The best thing is to clean out 
the flock completely and start with 
day-old chicks, brooded on clean 
ground and raised on premises remote 
from the present run, If the present 
yards can be ploughed up all the bet- 
ter, but this may not be practicable 
on the area over which they have run. 


The old houses, if used even some 
time hence, should be disinfected and 
white-washed, A neighbour who had 


tuberculosis in his flock some years 
ago followed the course indicated and 
has for years past had a clean bill of 
health in his birds.

The trade in herbage seed, Says the 
Imperial Economic Committee's report 
on grassland seeds, is at present 
mainly a matter of temperate climates, 
and a wide movement in the com- 
modity is, at“any rate under present 
conditions, a necessity for two rea- 
sons, In the first place, scarcely any 
country is yet organized to produce all 
the seed required in sufficient quan- 
tities, and in the second place, sea- 
sonal failures in local seed’ crops 
might havexvery serious consequences 
if alternate sources of supply were not 
available. Nevertheless, certain coun- 
tries have come to predominate (in 
some cases almost to the extent of a 
monopoly) in respect of particular 
species. Thus Canada produces most 
of the alsike, Northern Ireland most of 
the perennial rye-grass, Denmark 
most of the meadow fescue, cocksfoot, 
and rough-stalked meadow grass, and 
the United States most of the timothy 
to meet the demand of importing 
countries, 


English Public 
Schools 


The following is a‘ synopsis, kindly 
furnished The Tribune by Kenneth F. 
Argue, Spirit River, of a paper on 
“English Public Schools” read by him 
at the school teachers’ convention re- 
cently held in Grande Prairie: 

Some wit has pretended to set forth 
the reasons which justify the English 
in calling these particular educational 
institutions “English Public Schools.” 
He has explained that they are termed 
English because they teach only Latin 
and Greek; Public because they are 
private; and Schools because most of 
their time is spent in playing games. 

It is unfair to suggest that the 
English Public Schools teach nothing 
but Latin and Greek. For though 
these subjects still have an important 
pace on the curriculum, they no longer 
monopolize it to the exclusion of 
Modern History, Modern - Literature, 
Mathematics, The Sciences, and Mod- 
ern Languages, The English Public 
Schools have been rather slowly con- 
vinced that the teaching of modern 
and practical subjects is in keeping 
with their dignity and extreme con- 


seryatism. Yet now that these intrud- 


ing subjects have been placed upon 
the curriculum no expense is spared’ 
to insure that they are taught with 
that thoroughness which has always 
characterized English Public School 
instruction. 

Modern science rooms and chemis- 
try laboratories— or, as the Public 
School boy says, “Stink labs’’-——-have 
now been added to the clusters of old 


school buildings. Similarly modern 
English, German, French, Spanish, and 


Italian authors now bid for library 
space against Herodatus, Plato, and 


Aristotle. Yet despite this infusion of 


the new the English Public Schools 


still favor the classical training for 
all those who are able to take it. The 


head masters of these old institutions 
have no difficulty in showing in- 
numerable cases in wnich the classical 


greatness, - 
*But are these Public Schools public? 
‘an any parent send his son to one of 
these schools? There is no ruling to 
prevent him doing so, if a “place’’ can 
be secured. Each Public Schoel pro- 
vides a certain number of these 
“places” or scholarships which permit 


-'any one who wins them, irrespective 


of social or financial standing, to at- 
tend that Public School. ‘Any one 
may compete for such scholarships 
but only the most brilliant are suc- 
cessful in winning them, In this way 
the English Public Schools are to a 
certain extent public. Yet im _ their 
essential natures they are private. If 
a parent, who wishes to send his son 
to one of the Great Public Schools, 
has come from a family whose mem- 
bers, or many of whose members, 
have been trained at that school, there 
will be little difficulty in securing 
admission for his boy. But should a 
parent wish to send his boy to a 
school such as Eton, Harrow, or 
Rugby without having some social 
link with that particular school he
